France, Wednesday, April 17.—Twice 
in 24 hours an American compan> 
has assisted FrenclTTfoops in a neigh- 
boring sector to regain trenches tem- 
porarily taken by the Germans. The 
company was led_ by a captain who 
took his troops over the top in the 
face of the most violent machine gun 
and artillery fire. Each time he suc- 
ceeded in driving out the enemy and 
inflicting heavy casualties and then 
strengthening the positions. 


A most pathetic story from 
the 


American lines is that of a young 
corporal who was wounded fatally af- 
ter fighting for lour hours. A piece 
of shrapnel struck him an the head 
He had a grenade in each hand. Giv- 
ing them to his companion, he said: 


"I guess I'm done. Please write to 


my mother and tell her how it hap- 
pened. But here—take these gren- 
ades and for God's sake don't waste 
them." 
The corporal fell in a faint 
and 


died in a hospital the next day with- 
out regaining consciousness. 


At one point on this sector there 


was a space of -only 15 yards 
be- 


tween the opposing trenches. A day 
before an attack, .the Germans threw 
a note into the American trench, 
read.

OUT ON STRIKE 


New Glasgow, N. S., April 18.— 


Three thousand men, mainly steel- 
workers, were idle today in a-gen- 
eral industrial strike that threaten- 
ed to spread and include 2000 min- 
ers employed in nearby colliers. The 
strikers demand higher wages, im- 
proved working conditions and full 
recognition for the Federation of 
Labor. War-work is affected by the 
strike, the shops closed including 
those of the Nova Scotia Steel com- 
pany, the Eastern Car company, the 
Scotia Shipyard, the J. W. Cummngs 
company shell factory, and the Al- 
bion machine shops. 


Already th'e miners, in the Green-

The council for national defense

dren in the United states who can- 
not receive the benefits of kindegar- 
ten training either because there are 
no kindergartens 
at all 
or not 


enough. 


"Suggestion: Interest yourself in 


this need of the very little ones and 
write to the bureau of education, 
Washington, for their material and 
that of the National Kindergarten 
Association 
affiliated 
with 
the 
bureau." 


Training for citizenship cannot be- 


gin too early, according to 
the 


United States commissioner of edu- 
cation, who for months has been 
issuing, in co-operation with the Na- 
tional Kindergarten Association, the 
' series of articles which this paper is 
printing, to provide better training 
for little ones in the home. 


A drive is now on to have more 


kindergartens 
opened 
throughout 


the country and parents are circulat- 
ing petitions to present to their 
boards of education. Has such a pe- 
tition been started for your school? 


The General Federaiton of Wom- 


en's clubs, the National Congress of 
Mothers' and Parent-Teacher Asso- 
ciations, suffrage and labor organi-

Explain New Wheat Ruiing to 
Thousands of Customers— In- 


1 cures Greater Food Saving. 


Grocers of the nation hare accepted 


enthusiastically the 50-fiO basis for the 
purchase of wheat flour and are doing 
their utmost to explain the new regu- 
lation to the housewife. This ruling by 
the U. S. Food Administration requires 
each purchaser of wheat flour to buy 
one pound of cereal substitute, one 
kind or assorted, for every pound of 
wheat flour. It was necessary to re- 
strict the use of wheat flour in order 
that the allies and our fighting forces 
abroad might be assured of an ade- 
quate supply of wheat to meet ibelr 
vital needs. This supply must come 
from our savings because we have al- 
ready sent our normal surplus. 


Wheat saving pledge cards were for- 


warded by the Food Administration to 
all retail food merchants, and these 
are being signed and posted in stores 
throughout the country. 
This card 


states, "We pledge ourselves loyally to 
carry out the Food Administration pro- 
gram. In accordance with this ordet 
we will not sell any wheat flour except 
where the purchaser buys an equal 
weight of one or more of the following, 
a greater use of which in the home 
will save wheat: 


"Cornmeal, corn flour, edible corn 


starch, hominy, corn grits, barley flour, 
potato flour, sweet potato flour, soy 
bean flour, feterita flour and meals, 
rice, rice flour, oatmeal, rolled oats and 
buckwheat flour." 


Some confusion has resulted on th« 


part of the consumer in construing 
this "50-50" ruling to mean that an 
equal amount in value of substitutes 
must be purchased with wheat flour 
This is a mistaken idea. The ruling 
states that the consumer in purchasing 
flour shall "buy at the same time an 
equal weight of other cereals." 


One exception to this ruling is con* 


cernlng graham flour and whole wheat 
flour, which may be sold at the ratio 
of three pounds to five pounds of 
wheat flour. This provision is made 
because approximately 25 per cent, 
more of the wheat berry Is used in the 
manufacture of these flours than stand- 
ard wheat flour. 


Another exception Is that concern* 


Ing mixed flours containing less than 
50 per cent of wheat flour, which max 
be sold without substitutes. Retailers, 
however, are forbidden to sell mixed 
flours containing more than 50 per 
cent, of wheat flour to any person un- 
less the amount of wheat flour substi- 
tutes sold is sufficient to make the to- 
tal amount of substitutes, including 
those mixed in flours, equal to the to- 
tal amount in wheat flour in the mixed 
flour. For Instance, if any mixed flour 
is purchased containing 60 per cent, 
wheat flour and 40 per cent snbstl. 
tutes It Is necessary that an additional 
20 per cent of substitutes be pur. 
chased. This brings it to the basis of 
one pound of substitutes for each 
pound of wheat flour. 


A special exemption may be granted 


upon application in the case of special- 
ly prepared infants' and invalids' food 
containing flour where the necessity la 
shown. 


Some misunderstanding seems to e» 


tat on the part of consumers In ammo* 
Ing that with the purchase of wheat 
flour one most confine the additional 
60 per cent purchase to one of the 
substitutes. This Is not the case. One 
may select from the entire range of 
aubstltutes a sufficient amount of each 
to bring the total weight of all snbstl 
tutes equal to the weight of the wheat 
flour purchased. 
For Instance, If a 


purchase of 24 pounds of wheat floor 
is made a range of substitutes mar be 
•elected as follows: 


Cornmeal, 8 pounds; corn grits, 4 


pounds; rice, 4 pounds; buckwheat, 2 
pounds; corn starch, 1 pound; hominy, 


i i pounds; rolled oats. 3 pounds. 


These substitutes may be used 


the following manner: 


Cornmeal, 8 Pounds.—Corn bread, no 


flour; corn muffins or. spoon bread, 
one-fourth flour or one-third rice or 
one-third hominy; 20 per cent substi- 
tutes In whole bread. 


Corn Starch, 1 Pound.—Thickening 


gravy, making costard, one-third sub- 
stitute In cake. 


Corn Grits, 4 Pounds.—Fried like 


nosh, used with meal In making corn 
bread. 


Boiled Oats, S Pounds.—One-fourth 


to one-third substitutes In bread, one- 
half substitute In muffins; breakfast 
porridge, use freely; oatmeal cookies, 
oatmeal soup. 


Buckwheat Flour, 2 Pounds.—One- 


fourth substitute. In bread, buckwheat 
cakes. 


Hominy, 2 Pounds.—Bollpd for din- 


ner, baked for dinner, with cheese 
sauce. 


Rice, 4 Pounds.—One-fourth substi- 


tute In wheat bread, one-third substi- 
tute In corn bread, boiled for dinner (a 
bread cut), as a breakfast food, to 
thicken soups, rice pudding instead of 
cake or pie, rice batter cakes.

RATION PER PERSON IS V2 POUNDS 


OF WHEAT PRODUCTS WEEKLY 


Military Necessity Calls for Greater Sacrifice Here—Allied W*T 


Bread Must Be Maintained—Our Soldiers and 


Sailors to Have Full Allowance. 


' 
If we are to furnish the Allies with the necessary propor- 


tion of wheat to maintain their war bread from now until the 
next harvest, and this is a military necessity, we must reduce 
our monthly consumption to 21,000,000 bushels a month, as 
against our normal consumption of about 42,000,000 bushels, 
or 50 per cent, of our normal consumption. This is the situa- 
tion as set forth by the> U. S. Food Administration at Washing- 
ton. 
Reserving a margin for distribution to the army and for 


special cases, leaves for general consumption approximately 
11/2 pounds of wheat products weekly per person. The Food 
Administration's statement continues: Many of our consumers 
are dependent upon bakers' bread. Such bread must be durable 
and therefore, requires a larger proportion of vrheat products 
than cereal breads baked in the household. Our army and 
navy require a full allowance. The well-to-do in our population 
can make, greater sacrifices in the 
cnsumption of wheat 


products than can the poor. In addition, our population in 
the agricultural districts, where the other cereals are abun- 
dant, are more skilled in the preparation of breads from these 
other cereals than the crowded city and industrial populations. 


"With improved transportation conditions we now have avail- 


able a surplus of potatoes. We also have in the spring months 
a surplus of milk, and we have ample -corn and oats for human 
consumption. The drain on rye and barley, as substitutes, has 
already greatly exhausted the supply of these grains. 


To effect the needed saving of wheat cent. of. the a\ erage monthly amount 


we are wholly dependent upon the 
voluntary assistance of the American 
people and we ask that the following 
rules shall be observed: 


1. Householders to use not to exceed 


a total of 1% pounds per week of 
wheat products per person. 
Tins 


means not more than 1% pounds of 
"\j.ctorj bread containing the required 
percentage of substitutes and one-half 
pound of cooking flour, macaroni, 
crackers, pastry, pies, cakes, wheat 
breakfast cereals, all combined. 


2 Public eating places and clubs to 


observe two wheatless days per week, 
Monday and Wednesday, as at present 
In addition thereto, not to serve to 
any one guest at any one meal 'an 
aggregate of breadstuffs. macaroni, 
crackers, pastry, pies, cakes, wheat 
breakfast cereals, containing a total 
of more than two ounces of wheat 
flour. JN"o wheat products to be served 
unless specially ordered. Public eat- 
ing establishments not to buy more 
than six pounds of wheat products for 
each' ninety meals served, thus con- 
forming with the limitations requested 
of the householders. 


3. Retailers to sell not more than 


one-eighth of a barrel of flour to any 
town customer at any one time and 
not more than one-quarter of a barrel 
to any country customer at any one 
time, and in no case to sell wheat 
products without the sale of an equal 
weight of other cereals. 


4. We ask the bakers and grocers to 


reduce the volume of Victory bread 
sold, by delivery of the three-quarter 
pound loaf where one pound was sold 
before, and corresponding proportions 
in other weights. We also ask bakers 
not to increase the amount of their 
wheat flour purchases beyond 70 per. 


purchased in the four months prior to 
March 1. 


5. Manufacturers using wheat prod-; 


ucts for non-food purposes 
should 


cease such use entirely. 


6. There is no limit upon the use of 


other cereals, flours, and meals, corn, 
barley, buckwheat, potato flour, ,et 
cetera. 


Many thousand families throughout 


the land are now using no wheat prod- 
ucts whatever, except a very small 
amount for cooking purposes, and ere 
doing so in perfect health and satis--ac- 
tion. There Is no reason why all of 
the American people who are able to 
cook in their own households cannot 
subsist perfectly well with the use of 
less wheat products than one and one- 
half pounds a week, and we specially 
ask the u ell-to-do households in the 
country to follow this additional pro- 
gramme In order tbat-we may provide 
the necessary marginal supplies for 
those parts of the- community less able 
to adapt themselves to so large a pro- 
portion of substitutes. 


In order that we shall be able t» 


make the wheat exports that are ab- 
solutely demanded of us to maintain 
the civil population and soldiers of the 
allies and our own army, we propose 
to supplement tie voluntary co opera- 
tion of the public by a further limita- 
tion of distribution, and we shall place 
at once restrictions on distribution 
which will be adjusted from time to 
time to secure as nearly equitable dis- 
tribution as possible. With the arrival 
of harvest we should be able to relax 
such restrictions. Until then we ask 
for the necessary patience, sacrifice 
and co-operation of the distributing 
trades.

In that period the Unit- 
ed States has furnished complete year- 
ly rations for 57,100.933 people. In 
addition there was enough extra pro- 
tein to supply this portion of the diet 
for 22,194,r>70 additional men.
